Many of the functional concepts are taught by the prior art such 
as collaboration spaces, discussion threads and displaying resources relevant to a 
context. However, the unique combination of function and structure as recited by claim 
8 is novel and nonobvious in view of the prior art. Claims 14 and 20-23 are allowable 
based on their dependency.
